How the Writer Handled One Herd. 

Within the past five years the writer had under his supervision 
one of the highest producing herds in the state of Illinois. This 
herd held about twenty-five per cent of all the state records for the 
Holstein breed in the state. During the two years prior to my tak- 
ing over this herd and for almost the first year after taking it over 
the abortion rate was approximately fifty per cent. A very com- 
plete sanitation program was put into effect whereby all cows were 
put in box stalls, that had previously been cleaned and disinfected, 
for calving. If they retained their after-birth or showed any other 
abnormal condition, they were retained in quarantine away from 
the other cattle until such time as there were no longer any abnor- 
mal discharges or other conditions apparent. This sometimes meant 
keeping them in quarantine for as long as four or five weeks. There 
were approximately thirty calvings per year from this herd. No 
blood tests were made under my supervision as these cows were 
entirely too valuable to sell as reactors, and since only young stock 
was sold there was no necessity of having blood tests on the parent 
stock. A few tests had been made by veterinarians handling the 
herd before coming under my supervision, which indicated that the 
infection was abortion disease. The results during the second and 
third years, during which this herd was under my supervision, 
showed that there was one abortion during the second year, there 
was practically no udder trouble of any kind and only one or two 
retained after-births. 

Feeding floors, box stalls, stanchions and other stalls were all 
thoroughly scrubbed and disinfected with a boiling lye solution,

followed with a coal tar dip and disinfectant. This was done sev- 
eral times a year. 

On this same farm there were kept from 75 to 80 brood sows 
and during the first year the abortion rate in the sows was probab- 
ly 20 per cent. Nothing specially was done to get rid of this in- 
fection, excepting to isolate these sows for several days after abor- 
tion and to thoroughly clean up and disinfect. There were prac- 
tically no abortions the second year nor any time thereafter. This 
can probably be explained by the fact that there were several 
months’ period between the spring farrowing and the succeeding 
fall farrowings most of which resulted in fields and yards consider- 
able distance from the lots and house where the abortions had oc- 
curred in the spring. Our observation of abortion disease in pigs 
is that where they have only one litter a year it should be a very 
simple matter to get rid of this infection by simply quarantining 
the aborting sows and cleaning up and disinfecting. 

It would seem to us that in handling of the ordinary cattle herd 
a good plan would be to attempt to get as many of the cows to 
freshen as possible within a 90 or 100 day period in the spring of 
the year, then hold any aborters or any cows that had calved ab- 
normally in quarantine until all discharges had ceased, and then 
turn to pasture for several months, which would no doubt go a long 
way toward killing out this infection. 

That abortion infected cows can give birth to and raise healthy, 
normal offspring under average conditions has been proved by Dr. 
J. W. Connoway, who reports in Missouri Bulletin 256, dated 1927, 
that their original beef herd consisted of 16 [Continued on page 10

The annual spring show and sale of the 
Iowa Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association 
under the management of the Secretary- 
Manager E. T. Davis, was held at Des 
Moines, Iowa, on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
March 17th and 18th. The show being held 
on the afternoon of the 17th and the an- 
nual banquet that evening at the Savery 
Hotel. Both were well attended. 


On the following day a fine crowd as- 
sembled at the fair grounds sale pavilion 
to take part in the annual sale event. As 
shown by the summary this was an exceed- 
ingly good sale considering conditions and 
the fact that adjustments as of March first 
had not yet been completed in many sec- 
tions of the state. The buyers were there 
from several states but no one seemed io 
have his sights set much above the general 
levels of the times. No sensational high 
prices were effected, hence the averages 
shown in the summary indicate a very de- 
cided turn to sound, substantial valuations. 
Prices at which no buyer can be hurt and 
prices that return as good dividends as most 
any investment that the sellers might be 
interested in these days. 

The bulls were sold first and Frank Hall, 
of Edina, Missouri, hit the high spot when 
he carried Tubberdaly of Eldeen 429475 the 
good smooth yearling offered by Willis W. 
Scott, to $305.00. This bull is a grandson 
of Imp. Elegant of Tubberdaly on the pa- 
ternal side and carries altogether a real 
combination of Black Woodlawn, Earl Eric 
of Ballindalloch and Earl Marshall breed- 
ing. J. Henry Brayton, of Holladay, Mis- 
souri, came next with a $285.00 bid on Eric 
Tubberdaly 429472 offered by the same con- 
signor, sired by the same bull and out of a 
dam carrying Black Woodlawn and Erwin 
C. breeding. This was an outstanding pair 
of bulls. C. S. Reece & Sons, of Simeon, 
Nebraska, selected quite a number of bulls 
for their range business. 

There were but half as many females, as 
good if not better as a class than was pre- 
sented last year. Elliott Brown of Rose 
Hill, lowa, topped the female consignment 
with his two show heifers, El Dara of Rose 
Hill 5th 432871, by Excelsior Marshall 3d, 
and Elba of Rose Hill 2d 433576 by Excel- 
sior Marshall by Earl Marshall, selling at 
$295.00 and $205.00 respectively, both going 
to Strathmore Farms, Webster City, lowa.

CATTLE ON FEED, APRIL 1, 1931, 

SHOWS SMALLEST NUMBER IN LAST TEN YEARS. 

; There were about seven per cent less cattle on feed for market 
in the Corn Belt states on April 1st this year than on the same date 
in 1930, according to the estimate of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. The number on feed on April Ist this year was the 
smallest for that date in the last ten years. 

The estimated numbers on feed by states as percentages of the 
number on feed April 1, 1930, are as follows: Ohio 75, Indiana 80, 
Illinois 89, Michigan 75, Wisconsin 95, Minnesota 102, lowa 88, Mis- 
souri 80, South Dakota 93, Nebraska 115, Kansas 88; eleven Corn 
Belt States (weighted) 93.5. 

___ To a considerable extent the number of cattle on feed in the 
different states reflects the corn supply situation. Nebraska and 
Minnesota, the only states where the estimated number on feed 
this year is larger than a year ago, are the only states where corn 
production in 1930 was about average. 

In-shipments of stocker and feeder cattle inspected through 
stock yards markets into the Corn Belt as a whole for the nine 
months, July 1930 to March 1931, inclusive, were eleven per cent 
smaller than for the same period a year earlier, and the second 
smallest for the period in ten years. In-shipments for the three 
months, January to March, this year were over twenty per cent, or 
100,000 head, smaller than for this period in 1930. 

The decrease in the three months period this year as indicated 
by shipments from four leading markets was in calves, cows and 
heifers and light weight steers. There was a marked increase this 
year over last in the number of heavy feeders—weighing over 900 
pounds—shipped from these four markets. 

Feeders plans for marketing cattle on feed April 1st was re- 
ported by them showed intentions to market about the same propor- 
tion before July this year, as did the reports received April 1st last 
year, with a larger proportion in April this year and a smaller in 
June. Of the cattle to be marketed after July 1st, a larger propor- 
tion was intended for September or later and smaller proportions 
for July and August.

Rowles Dispersion 


Closes Important Chapter zz Doddie History 


One of the most important events in 
Aberdeen-Angus circles this year was the 
absolute dispersion of the William Rowles 
& Son herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at 
the farm near Turin, just east of Onawa, 
lowa, on Tuesday, March 31st. A good 
sized crowd gathered on this occasion which 
was to mark the passing from the aggres- 
sive and decidedly progressive ranks of 
Aberdeen-Angus enthusiasts our long time 
friend Billy Rowles and his son Walter who 
have bred, fed, fitted and showed a great 
string of cattle during their long career as 
breeders and showmen. Of recent years all 
showmen have wondered what would be en- 
countered when the Rowles show string 
should be led at the big shows. Always have 
they been able to carry home a lion’s share 
of the blues and the purples. Perhaps the 
greatest cow that ever graced an Interna- 
tional show ring was the splendidly condi- 
tioned undefeated Blackcap of Maple River 
3d, the greatest daughter of Black Mar- 
shall 2d, and she brought the big purple 
ribbon home to Onawa. This is a pair of 
the best sports the Journal has ever met 
and it is our sincere hope that they will 
again embark in the breeding business when 
the present land leases which they made 
this winter expire and they again take over 
active operation of their farms. 

It was hard to decide between the two 
herd bulls as to which should bring the 
highest price. Mr. W. E. Walker, of Sweet- 
briar, Virginia, was represented at the ring- 
side and had decided to take home the great 
young breeding bull Tolan’s Revolution, a 
grandson of the International grand cham- 
pion Blackcap Revolution and carrying 
Prince Ito and Black Woodlawn breeding on 
the maternal side of his tabulation. He was 
the first bull to sell and reached $310.00 
before Blume Brothers who had come with 
a brand new truck in which to take him 
home would quit bidding.

Hence he too 
brought $310.00, falling to the ownership of 
Blume Brothers, of Dow City, Iowa.

A Critical Study of the Blood Test 


as Used in the Control of Abortion Disease im Cattle 


(Continued from page 3) 

cows, of which five were positive reactors 
therefore supposed infected with the abor- 
tion disease. These five reactors gave off 
the abortion germ in their milk. The calves 
from these five positive cows as well as the 
eleven negative cows in the herd succeeded 
their dams during the first lactation period, 
but none of these calves showed any evi- 
dence of permanent infection. All of these 
calves when sexually mature were free from 
the disease. This study has been carried 
through both the second and third genera- 
tions and there are no positive reactors in 
the sexually mature calves from these five 
positive cows. 

What the Laboratory Worker Desires. 

Most laboratory workers in discussing 
abortion disease seem to have but one ob- 
jective in mind and that is to get a herd to 
the point where it will give a negative test 
regardless of the fact that there may be and 
generally are from five to twelve per cent 
of abortion still occuring in the herd. It is 
difficult to reconcile this attitude, as ex- 


perienced workers have no way of being 
sure that the animals, even though they do 
not react to the test, may not be infected 
with the abortion germ. 

In discussing the control of abortion dis- 
ease with the superintendent of one of the 
largest eastern herds in the United States, 
which herd had been advertised as free 
from abortion disease for five years, the 
writer was surprised to learn that this herd 
still had from five to eight per cent of abor- 
tions each year. They had concluded that 
they would be satisfied with an abortion 
rate of from five to eight per cent even 
though their cattle gave no positive reac- 
tions to the test. Cattle from this herd are 
sold as free from abortion disease, but there 
are still from five to eight per cent of abor- 
tions occurring each year. } 

Many agricultural colleges have given 
much prominence to the value of the blood 
test, but a study of their procedure general- 
ly shows that they have maintained two 
separate and distinct herds, one a herd of 
positive (known) reactors kept in a sepat-

ate building and cared for separately. Most 
of these cows are isolated and quarantined 
at calving time, and since we know that she 
gives off infection only when there is some 
abnormal condition present, such as retain- 
ed after-birth, this gives them an opportun- 
ity of preventing her contaminating the feed 
and drink of the healthy cows. As a gen- 
eral thing the calves from these cows are 
removed at six months of age to a clean 
barn under sanitary conditions and cared 
for by separate individuals. In other words, 
they get results from the sanitation and 
isolation program and the breeding of only 
sexually healthy animals but credit the re- 
sults to the blood test for abortion disease. 


A Better Test is Needed. 


It is evident from information given in 
this discussion that the present test for 
abortion disease in cattle is not practical be- 
cause it does not detect a large enough per 
cent of cattle that have the infection of 
abortion disease in their body. We do not 
know of any other animal test being used 
that has shown so much disagreement as 
the blood test for abortion disease in cattle. 
Where records are available for study, it 
Shows that in practically no instance has 
the agreement between different laborator- 
ies been more than about fifty per cent. A 
test of this kind should be nearly 100 per 
cent perfect. Until such a test is perfected 


whereby it will have a reliability of at least 
98 per cent or more, it will not be practical 
to be used as a test on individual animals. 


The tuberculin test for cattle has a value 
of almost 100 per cent, and the work of 
eradicating this disease in cattle has prog- 
ressed very rapidly since the intradermal 
test has been developed. Prior to the use of 
the intradermal test the thermal (tempera- 
ture) test was used which was very slow 
and tedious. The result was that cattle 
owners did not adopt this test very rapidly. 

We are of the opinion that cattle owners 
will not adopt any test for abortion disease 
in cattle until a more simple and effective 
test is developed. Such a test must be prac- 
tical, 100 per cent reliable. Considerable 
experimental work has already been done 
upon such a test which will be applied di- 
rectly to the animal itself, and in the writ- 
er’s opinion very slow progress can be ex- 
pected in the control of this disease until 
such a test is perfected. The only kind of 
a test that will meet the needs of and have 
the approval of the average cattle owner is 
one that can be made with less labor and 
time and also at less frequent intervals. 


In this connection, the writer some time 
ago made the remark to a very prominent 
veterinarian that he hoped that there would 
soon be developed some test similar to the 
intradermal tuberculin test which could be 
applied to cattle for the detection of abor- 
tion disease, and what do you suppose this 
veterinarian replied? “I hope to God that 
the time will never come when such a test 
will be developed and take this control work 
out of the hands of the state laboratories.” 
You can draw your own conclusions from 
this statement, especially when it seems 
that most laboratory authorities and state 
officials have the same attitude toward the 
practicing veterinarian and his value in this 
work. 

The grade cattle owner and many pure 
bred owners will not subject their cattle to 
several drawings of blood samples for test- 
ing each year. Many laboratory workers 
insist that this work is not objectionable 
and that it requires but little labor, yet a 
very small number of breeders can be in- 
duced to take up this work as shown by the 
efforts made in the state of Pennsylvania 
and elsewhere to interest the breeders in 
this work. Ask the practicing veterinarian 
about this test. The expense of making 
these repeated blood tests is considerably 
more than the average herd owner cares to 
incur without positive assurance that he is 
going to get results. A test similar to the 
intradermal tuberculin test now used, which 
could be used once or twice annually, would, 
if it were reliable, be acceptable to the cat- 
tle breeder. 

The writer predicted some two or three 
years before the intradermal test was final- 
ly adopted for tuberculosis control that this 
disease would only be controlled satisfactor- 
ily after such a test were adopted. It is 
evident now to all veterinary authorities 
that it would never have been possible to 
eradicate tuberculosis by using the original 
test. We likewise are of the opinion that it 
will never be possible to eradicate abortion 
disease until a better and simpler test is 
devised and perfected.
